Series Themed 
Mao's China 


A series of lecturers on Mao's 
China will begin at SSC April 
2 featuring five noted California 
educators, 

Presented by the University of 
California extension, in coopera- 
tion with SSC and the World 
Affairs Council of Sacramento, 
the series is to include talks 
covering recent developments and 
major problems of the country 
and its 600 million people, Dr.

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Is College Changing? 


Are We Making a Playground Out of College? was 
answered affirmatively by Jerome Ellison in an article by 
the same name in the March 7 issue of the Saturday Eve- 
ping Post. 

Ellison went on to illustrate his point by listing dozens 
of the extra-curricular activity programs which are preva- 
lent in American college and university life. These activi- 
ties run the gamet from queen contests, to water fights, to 
panty raids, to card games, etc., almost ad infinitum. 

His whole article however, has a basic weakness in that 
it seems to imply a historical comparison without including 
one. To claim that higher education is becoming something 
different than it previously was requires some type of his- 
torical comparison. 

There is reasonable doubt that the life of the under- 
graduate of today differs significantly frem that of the 
undergraduate of, say, the flapper era. 

The key point raised by Ellison, and for the most part 
Jost in the article, is embodied in the statement, “Commu- 
nists and free men agree on at least one thing—the abler, 
better-informed side in this contest is more likely to pre- 
vail.” 

If this be the point. then regardless of whether the 
complexion of college life is changing, a good argument can 
be made that we definitely need to have students who are 
committed to academic endeavor. 

Ellison points out well that this commitment doesn’t 
necessarily have to be in the traditional] social sciences, 
science and math, and humanities fields, but can be in such 
a field as recreation if the student feels that there is a real 
need for and desire to go into the field. 

His point that too many students take eourses which 
are “easy” just because they lack the fortitude and initia- 
tive to fulfill tough course requirements, needs a great deal 
more consideration. 

For one thing, this again is probably, on a percentage 
basis, no more prevalent now than it has been in the past. 
Forther, the term oasy can mean that course requirements 
themselves may vary in intensity or it can mean that stu- 
dents find various courses easier becatse they enjoy the 
subject matter more. Personalities and teaching tech- 
niques of the instructors come into play in this evaluation 















Ellison’s proposed changes in the college situation, 
such as prohibiting students from having cars, disbanding 
fraternities and sororities, and tightening scholarship stand- 
ards don’t get to the root of the problem even as he sees it. 
Instead of developing commitments on the part of students 
to academic endeavor via desire, which is necessary, they 
would merely force them to a like it or lump it position. 

As has sometimes been pointed out, the rea] need at 
the present is for interested men, such as Ellison, to decide 
what a college is, what a college is supposed to do and how 
it can best aceomplish its goal. 

Like all of the educational pundits, E}lison sees a dire 
need. for a type of education, but fails to get at the basie 
issues involved in education.

Meaning of Petition 

“What did I just sign?”, is the big question which stu- 
dents are asking themselves after attaching their names 
te the petition which is being passed around the campus 
this week. 

For those students who don’t yet quite realize what 
they have signed, the petition says something to the effect 
that those signing it feel that the issue of compulsory stu- 
dent body cards should be brought to a vote at a campus 
wide special election. 

Those who vote on the issue, if it comes to a vote, hold 
the fate of Sacramento State College’s extra-curricular ac- 
tivities program in their hands, and as such should be well 
aware of the rafifications and consequences of their vote. 

If there is a negative vote by 2/3’s of the students and 
the mandatory fee is eliminated, the extra-curricular activi- 
ties program, which includes athletics, The Hornet, The 
Statesman yearbook, drama and music, debate, world af- 
fairs, social activities, ete., will have to be cut by as much 
as 49 to 60 per cent. Granted this point is purely a mone- 
tary matter and doesn’t get to the root of the controversy 
as it has been presented during the college year. 

The big question which needs to be answered and 
which hasn’t even been brought up is whether an extra- 
curricular activities program is worthwhile. It is definitely 
The Hornet’s opinion that this program is worthwhile and 
since the regular college program cannot offer some of the 
necessary cultui.l and entertainment p , the As- 
sociated Students must provide them. The only way that 
this can be done adequately is with a constant source of 
income, the mandatory student body eard.

I think it will be found that 
besides Chico State, the state 
colleges of San Francisco, San 
Fernando Valley, and Long 
Beach have no mandatory stu- 
dent body fees: also, you may 
find Humboldt State without one 
soon, judging from the news- 
papers. 

The petition, mentioned in my 
last letter to the editor, was set 
aside the last school yeer by 
President Guy West who was 
the one whe was responsible, not 
the Student Council. I don't 
know exactly what authority the 
administrative President has in 
such Student Body affairs, how- 
ever, possibly the constitution 
allows him dictatorial powers 
with petitions, I don’t know. In- 
cidently, at that time staff in- 
structors did not have mandatory 
student body card fees; now they 
are free. 

The fact that my sources were 
a bit inaccurate on the above 
two points in my last letter to 
the editor does not in the slight- 
est degree alter the validity or 
weight of the remaining points 
which ‘still stand ondisturbed by 
opinion, prejudice, and special 
interest. 

Here is a challenge to all 
mandatory student body fee ad- 
vocates: The section of the law 
determining proceedure in Stu- 
dent body fees in State Colleges, 
I charge, makes the method prac- 
ticed here at SSC illegal.

Next week may be Easter vacation for students, but 
the library staff will be involved in one of the hardest tasks 
they will ever face—Operation Big Shift. Operation Big 
Shift is the name given the shift to the new million-dollar, 
three story addition to the library. All the hammering and 


riveting which have been endured 
by stadents for the past few 
months will cease, as the new 
quarters more than quadruple 
the floor space. 

The transference of 90,000 
books and periodicals, 600 rec- 
ords, and 500 art prints will be 
involved in the move. While much 
of the equipment will be set up 
next week, it will be at least 
another month before all of the 
furnishings are delivered and 
installed. 

Features of the library will. be 
larger reading rooms, provisions 
for typing, a map room, art 
room, listening booths for record- 
ings, group study rooms and a 
sun deck for outdoor studying. 


The library as it is presently 
organized will be completely 
changed. 


A new science and technology 
reference department will be 
found on the third floor, with 
Dwight Shannon in charge. The 
second floor will be devoted to 


humanities. social science and 
business administration depart- 
ments. Millie J. Chong is in 
charge of humanities and Her- 
bert Drurnmond is head cf social 
science-business administration. 


The first floor will be changed 


though not completely at once 
The browsing room will be ex- 
tended into a corner of the ent- 
rance lobby, and a new musie 
listening room will be opened on 


the north side. The present edu- 


cation reference room will be- 
come a reserve book study room. 

Lois Hankamp is in charge of 
the curriculum library, juvenile 


book room, education and peych- 
ology departments on the west 
side of the building. Present of- 
fices will be converted to a small 
conference room, and 


new of- 


fices wil' be distributed through- 
out the south wing on the first 
floor. 

An elevator and additional 
stairway, which wil) open off the 
public catalog area, jead to the 
upper two floors. 

Posted floor plans and signs 
will aid students in finding their 
ways to the various subject col- 
lections of books, magazines, 
pamphlets, slides and microfilm. 

Grace Murray,  inter-library 
loan librarian, says, “We all hope 
the colorful newness and im- 
proved public services will more 
than balance out the temporary 
confusion of not finding any- 
thing where it used to be in the 
jibrary.”

will hear Dr. George D. Spindler, 
associate professor of anthropol- 
ogy and education at Stanford 
University, address the Interna- 
tional Relations Institute. 

American Culture and Inter- 
cultural Communication is the 
title of Spindler’s talk, which will 
deal with the contemporary trans- 
formation of American cultural 
values, ideals and reality. He will 
also be concerned with the an- 
xieties created by rapid and dis- 
junctive culture change and the 
demands upon American educa- 
tion stemming from the condi- 
tions of change and the anxieties 
created by them. 

Spindler has written several! 
books, and has done research 
field work with the Menomini, 
Cheppewa and Winnebago In- 
dians of Wisconsin and the Black- 
feet Indians of Canada and Mon- 
tana.
